In order to keep that Temper, ‘which it is fo 
difficult, and yet fe neceflary to preferve, you ma 
pleafe tu confider that nothing can be more unj 
or ridiculousthanto beangry with another, becaufe ’ 
he is not of your Opinion, The Interefts, Educa- 
tion, and Means by which Men attain their Know- 
ledge ere fo very different, that it is impoffiblethey 
fhould all think alike; and he hagrat leaft as much 
Reafon to be angry with you, as you with him. 
Sometimes to kecp your felf cool, it may be of 
Servicetoask your felf fairly, What might have been 
your Opinion, had you all the Biafles of Educati- 
on and Intereft, your Adverfary may-poflibly have?
